FOREWORD 

The  task  of  the  investigator  who  must  keep  abreast  of  recent  research 
in  the  field  of  textiles  and  clothing  is  very  difficult.     There  are  several 
hundred  periodicals  that  publish  reports  of  such  work  and  it  would  be  pro- 
hibitively time-consuming  to  read  all  of  them.     There  is  no  abstract 
journal  covering  them  adequately,  end  the  most  important  investigations 
sometimes  appear  in  publications  that  seem  totally  unrelated  to  textile 
work.     On  the  other  hand,  many  of  the  textile  trade  journals  rarely  publish 
original  reports  of  research. 

The  attached  list  was  compiled  in  response  to  requests  of  college  home 
economics  departments  for  information  regarding  the  most  outstanding  journals 
in  this  field.     We  have  endeavored  to  include  all  periodicals  written  in 
English  which  publish  textile  research  at  all  frequently  or  contain  indexes 
to  other  scientific  textile  articles.     Trade  journals  that  take  their  scien- 
tific notes  from  other  publications,  and  foreign  language  periodicals 
abstracted  in  more  available  journals,  have  been  excluded.    Periodicals  not 
available  locally  may  be  borrowed  from  other  libraries,  but  it  is  usually 
preferable  to  purcha.se  the  needed  copies  direct  from  the  publisher  or  to 
obtain  photoprints  if  the  references  are  short.    Double  sheet  photoprints 
of  any  printed  matter  on  file  are  obtainable  at  20  to  30  cents  from  the  United 
States  patent  Office,  Washington,  D.  C. ,  Library  of  Congress,  Washington,  D.  C. , 
Engineering  Societies'  Library,  29  West  39th  Street,  New  York  Cit,y,  and  from 
other  large  libraries.
